A |)ropcrly  con- 
structed sbell  bas  now  been  provided  for  the  Mortuary. 

8. — I ACTOR Y ACT,  1937. 

Routine  inspections  under  the  above  Act  liave  been  made 
during  tlie  year  and  tbe  majority  of  notices  served  bave  been 
in  connection  with  the  sanitary  conveniences. 

Several  inspections  were  also  made  in  conne(‘tion  with  means 
of  escape  in  (‘ase  of  fire,  and  in  some  instances  alterations  were 
recpiestcd  before  the  issue  of  a certificate  to  the  effect  that  the 
means  of  esca|)e  were  ade([uate. 


9.  SMOKE  ALISANCES. 

^o^vards  the  latter  part  of  the  yeai-  a complaint  was  re(*cived 
alleging  a smoke  nuisance  from  a Dursley  factory,  owned  by 
IVIessrs.  .1.  B.  (duunpion  & Son,  Ltd. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  during  tbe  war  years  tbe 
liriu  in  cpiestion  was  compelled  by  the  Ministry  of  Euel  and 
Power  to  have  installed  a complete  new  set  of  narrower  fire  bars 
for  their  boiler,  and  a system  of  forced  draugbt.  This  was  in 
order  that  they  coidd  (‘onsume  an  inferior  type  cjf  fuel. 

riie  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  has  therefore  been 
aj)|)roached  Avitb  a view  to  baving  tbe  factory  supplied  witb  a 
better  type  of  fuel,  and  one  of  tbeir  Engineers  bas  agreed  that 
this  would  probably  improve  conditions. 


10.— ELM E NUISANCE. 

Iluring  tbe  year  complaints  were  received  of  a fume  nuisance 
from  Messrs.  R.  A.  Lister  & Co.’s  Tinning  Shop. 

The  eoni|daints  were  to  the  effect  that  the  fumes  from  the 
tinning  shop  discoloiued  and  spoilt  curtains  in  houses  nearby; 
that  vegetables  in  allotments  and  gardens  were  discoloured  and 
spoilt,  and  that  in  misty  weather  the  fumes  caused  coughing  and 
dis(*omfort  to  i^ersons  living  nearl)y.

4 be  control  of  distributors  of  Milk,  however,  is  still  the 
res|)ousihility  of  the  Local  Authority. 
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{he  year  110  milk  Fam])!es  were  taken  lor  haelerio- 
logieal  examination  and  35  results  were  unsatisfactory. 

Since  1st  Oetoher,  1949,  the  Comity  Milk  Production 
Olfii  •er  has  heen  informed  of  the  resnlts  of  all  milk  sam])les  in 
order  than  any  unsatisfactory  resnlts  attrihnted  to  |)rodiiction 
can  he  followed  ii])  at  the  farm. 

During  the  year  J8  milk  samples  were  taken  for  biological 
examination.  Some  samples  were  taken  as  a result  of  tidier- 
eidosis  in  children  which  might  he  attrihnted  to  milk,  some  as 
a result  of  tulierenlosis  in  calf  carcases  notified  hy  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses  outside  the  district,  and  others  were  taken  as 
routine  samples. 

Only  one  |)ositive  lesult  was  rec^eived,  and  the  cow  at  fault 
was  dealt  ^viih  hv  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon  under  the 
4hd)ereidosis  Order,  and  when  slaughtered  was  found  to  he 
suffering  from  generalised  lulxneidosis. 

15.— ICE  CREAM. 

During  the  year  regular  visits  were  made  to  premises  at 
which  ice  cream  was  heing  produced.  4 wenty-eiglu  samples 
\vere  taken  for  haeteriologiral  examination,  and  were  examined 
hy  means  of  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test.  I he  results  are 
as  follows  ;

Knowing  the  standard  of  the  premises  within  the  district  at 
which  ice  cream  is  |)roduced,  the  above'  results  are  disappoint- 
ing, and  in  future  samples  will  he  sidunitted  for  the  plate  count 
and  R .C.o!i  examination  as  well  as  the  methylene  blue  reduction 
test. 

Eight  ice  cream  sam|)les  were  taken  for  examination  for  fat 
content  and  the  results  ranged  from  3.5%  to  5%.  4 he  average 

result  was  4.56%.  A copy  of  these  results  was  sent  to  the 
Liaison  Division  (Food  Standards  and  Food  Hygiene),  Ministry 
of  Food,  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  Circular  3/49.

ot  tile  Act,  and  althonj^h  the  (anmcil  have  not  yet  decided  to 
adopt  it,  it  is  recommetided  that  they  shonld. 


The  Housing  situation  in  this  District  is  still  serious  even 
ihoii^li  s]>ecial  allocations  ol  |)relahricated  hunj^alows  liave  heen 
made  l)y  the  Ministry  to  accommodate  the  personnel  wdrkinji;  in 
specilied  industries.  The  iantin^s  (dmniillee  ol  this  (dinicil 
have  not  heen  ahle  to  allocate  these  himgalows  due  to  the  lad 
that  the  industrial  linns  concerned  were  piivilej^ed  to  nominate 
the  supposedly  key-wdikers  to  whom  they  considered  the 
hinigalows  should  he  let.  In  many  instances  this  has  led  to 
dissatislaction  amon^  the  larf^e  numher  (d  a|)plicants  on  the 
(aiumdrs  waiting  list — main  ol  whom  are  miK'li  more  deserving 
ol  a home. 


It  will  he  noticed  that  the  total  numher  ol  ajiplicants  lor 
Uouncil  Houses  has  increased  since  last  yiair  Irom  856  to  998, 
even  though  during  tlu'  year  a check-u|)  was  made  on  the  live 
ap|)iications. 

ddiere  is  still  a need  lor  small  dweirui<i;s  in  (duncil  House 
Kstates  lor  old  people.  Idiese  should  he  ol  a hunjj^alow  type  and 
intermixed  wiiJi  youn^  lamilies  in  the  modern  5 or  4 Ixalroomed 
type  ol  houses.  Many  ohl  people  are  living  in  cottages  with  no 
amenities  and  it  is  surely  at  this  stage  ol  lile  that  modem 
amenities  are  most  necessary. 

It  is  inteiavsting  to  note  that  during  1949  only  53  Council 
Houses  weie  completed  in  this  area.  Ihiis  imams  that  only  one 
has  heen  comjileted  per  318  ol  the  |)opulation  in  1949. 

For  comparison,  in  1938  (the  year  helore  the  late  wai)  120 
Coouncil  Houses  were  completed.  I his  means  that  one  house 
was  erected  jicr  121  ol  the  population  in  1938.  The  numher  ol 
applicants  lor  (iouncil  Houses  in  the  year  helore  the  war  was 
very  small.  In  1949  the  numher  ol  applicants  is  around  the 
1,000  mark.  Surely  these  ligures  merit  some  lurtlu'r  considera- 
tion hy  the  Ministry  ol  HealtJi  towards  tlie  allocation  ol  a mucli 
larger  ([uota  ol  houses  in  tiiis  District  din  ing  1951. 

During  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  cairied  out  in  this  area 
the  niunher  ol  pro|)erties  placed  in  Category  V,  i.e.,  not  repair- 
ahle  at  a reasonahle  cost,  was  621.  Many  ol  these  are  gradually 
getting  to  the  stage  where  they  are  unlit  lor  human  hahitation 
and  should  he  dealt  with  under  Section  11  ol  the  Housing  Act. 
However,  this  action  has  heen  lound  impossihle  in  the  majority 
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()l  ('as(\s  due  lo  the  acule  housiii^;  shoiiajic'.  H llic  alloealion 
coiiid  l)(‘  iii(i(‘as(M]  l)v  llie  iMiiiisljy  diiriiij.';  llu'  iiexl  lew  years, 
dc'iuolilion  and  eleaiaiHa'  ordcus  could  he  iuad(‘  on  many  ol  these 
properties  when  the  lainilies  ha\e  heen  lehoused.

Matron  rc(*ently  stated  in  one  of  the  University  Settlement 
Magazines  that  during  tire  year  some  350  mothersi  and  children 
had  stayed  as  guests  at  the  Rest  Home.  They  had  come  from  all 
|)arts  of  Riistol,  London,  IRrmingham,  and  other  parts  of  the 
country.  l o many  it  has  hecn  the  first  holiday  they  have  had 
since  their  marriage.  44ie  ^vonderful  weather  which  was 
ex])erienceil  during  tiie  summer  has  aided  tlu'  work  and  helped 
to  give  these  tired,  overworked  mothers  a rest  and  change  of 
environment. 

All  who  came  to  the  Home  needed  the  change;  the  every- 
day routine  of  housework,  preparing  meals,  wondering  what  to 
get  for  tile  next  meal,  and  the  hundred-and-one  other  things 
that  crop  up  daily,  have  heen  the  cause  of  many  hreakdowns  m 
health.

riie  Dursley  Red  (boss  Ph\  siothera|)y  (ilinic  has  almost 
coni])leted  its  second  year  of  operation,  during  which  time  some 
28,431  trer.tinents  have  lieen  given  and  approximately  600 
patients  treated. 


Patients  have  heen  drawn  from  a fairly  wide  field,  as  ajiart 
from  fulfilling  its  function  of  meeting  the  needs  locally  for 
Pliysiotherapeutii^  measures,  it  has  acted  as  a receiver  of  overflow 
work  from  the  Physiotherapy  Dejit.  in  Rrislol,  hence  the  reason 
for  us  having  treated  patients  as  far  away  as  4 hornhury. 

Jlie  work  in  the  (mntre  has  heen  facilitated  hy  additions  to 
staff,  the  (ientre  has  now  one  full-time  Physiotheropist-in- 
charge,  one  full-time  nursing  assistant,  one  jiart-time  male 
Physiotherapist,  one  part-time  female  Physiotherapist,  and  one 
part-time  State  Registered  Nurse.

7.— DRAINAGF  AND  SFWFRAGF. 

C\M  AND  DlRSLEY. 

A dual  system  of  drainage  exists  for  jiractically  the  whole 
of  these  jiarishes,  and  the  sewaj^e  disposal  works  are  situated 
near  Hal  more  Mills,  (Coaley.  Consideralile  repairs  have  heen 
executed  at  tlie  disjiosal  works  and  include  : New  floating  arms, 
shutes,  and  floats  for  the  stormwater  tanks,  new  scum  jilates  for 
the  settling  tanks;  and  the  reconditioning  of  the  rotary  arms  on 
the  filter  heds.  No  maior  alterations  have  heen  made  to  the 
sewerage  system  during  the  year. 

A comprehensive  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Uley  and 
Coaiey  jiarishes,  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  existing 
sewerage  works  at  (Coaiey  was  prepared  hy  the  (Council’s  Con- 
sulting Engineers.  A Public  FCnquiry  was  held  during  the  year 
in  connection  wi  th  tl  lis  comjuehensive  scheme,  hut  to  dale  the 
result  of  the  cncfuiry  has  not  heen  received. 
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Tlio  Mijiislry’s  Iiispoctor  rr((U('stO(l  tlial  corlain  additional 
infornialion  should  Ix'  obtained,  and  lliis  necessitated  the 
lollowinfj:  work  Ix'inji;  (‘arried  out  : —

d he  parishes  of  (.oah'y,  I l(‘v,  Kin^swood,  Slimhridjie, 
St UK'heomhe,  North  Nihley  and  Nvm|)sfield  have  no  j)roi)er 
sewage  system  hut  ("onsultant  Kn^ineers  have  been  engaged  to 
|)re|)are  a |)ossihle  scheme  for  the  sewerinji  of  Stineheomhe. 

Improvements  have  been  made  near  \\  alk  Mills,  Kin<iSwood, 
at  a |)oint  wlune  the  drainaj^e  fiom  several  houses  and  tlu' 
effluent  from  a septic  tank  taking  the  drainage  of  several  (miineil 
Houses,  discharges  into  a slianim.  A weir  has  been  built,  and 
water  diverted  down  the  (‘ourse  of  the  stream  into  a defined 
ehanm'l.  Previouslv  the  course  of  the  stream  was  wide,  and  in 
summer  would  he  practically  dry,  hut  since  the  improvements 
have  been  made  the  amount  of  water  in  the  stream  is  suffi(‘ient 
to  dilute  the  sewage  and  render  it  innoxious. 

Septic  dAxKs  and  Filters. 

As  a result  of  the  new  Se|)ti(‘  d anks  and  Filters  that  have 
been  eonstrueted  in  the  area  for  the  sewering  of  our  (mimeil 
House  Estates,  it  is  now  necessary  to  em|)lov  a man,  practically 
full-time  in  order  to  keep  them  in  a satisfactory  state. 

Public  (Conveniences. 

riiere  are  now  six  public'  eonvenienees  in  the  Rural  District 
four  at  Durslev  and  two  at  Wotton- under- Edge. 

During  the  year  the  (jienls’^  eonvenience  in  May  Lane,  Durs- 
ley,  was  eoni|)leted,  and  a new  Ladies’  eonvenience  was  also 
erected. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  ])repared  for  a Ladies’ 
and  Gents’  (Convenience  at  Old  Town,  Wotton-imder-Edge. 
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a._GENERAL. 


A new  parage  has  been  erected  in  the  Council’s  yard  to 
accommodate  the  Council’s  vehicles,  viz.,  2 Refuse  vehicles, 
1 Bedford  Lorry  and  1 Utility  Van.  The  former  buildings  in 
which  these  vehicles  were  housed  are  now  being  utilised  for  the 
storing  of  building  and  other  e((ui]7ment,  and  for  use  as  a 
Carpenter’s  Shop.  The  residt  has  been  a considerable  improve- 
ment in  our  storing  facilities. 

A Children’s  Slide  has  been  erected  at  the  Highfields  Plav- 
ing  Field  and  a portion  of  the  ground  is  now  in  use  as  a 
Children’s  Playing  Field.
